This paper is filed in response to the personal interview conducted on March 23, 
2004. Applicants thank the Examiner for granting the interview. 
The Applicants summary of the interview is as follows. 

Claims 1-6 were discussed. The prior art discussed was Warner et al., J. Vet. 
Diag. Invest. 12:240-244 (2000) and Rikihisa et al., WO99/13720. Open claim language of 
the claims was discussed. The term "article of manufacture" was discussed and examples of 
such articles were described including, for example, the polypeptides of the invention 
enclosed within packaging material. Amino acid variant language was discussed. No 
agreement was reached as to the final disposition of the claims. 
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
